ITH FIRST AMERICAN 
SOLDIERS IN THE 
TRENCHES, AME RI 
CAN EXPEDITIONARY

(Delayed by Censor.)—Ameri- 
can infantrymen and German 
regiments face one another to- 
night in the first-line trenches of 
the western front. 

Drab-colored soft ground, 
blotched with rust red expanses 
of wire entanglements separate 
the hostile lines along the his- 
toric sector in which the Amer- 
ican fighting men are located, 
In supporting positions near the 
rear American artillerymen with 
guns are registered on every 
yard of the immediate terrain, 
where the French and Germans 
have been in death holds for two 
years.

lage at a safe distance behind 
the lines. They reached that 
place after easy marches. From 
their camps in .the Ameri- 
can army the doughboys were 
transported in trucks through 
dozens of French towns. The 
population, well aware of the 
destination, turned out in full 
force to cheer the helmeted 
Americans trenchward. 

For three days I have been 
living with an American bat- 
tery whose commander is a re- 
serve captain commissioned a 
few weeks ago from Indiana. 

We arrived at the front a full 
day before the infantry. Our 


lightest field pieces. It was one 
of the first to go into position 
at an advanced station immedi- 
ately behind the trenches to be 
occupled by the Americans, 

My attachment to this bat- 
tery, at the invitation of the 
general, made it possible for me 
to be one of the two corrspond-

OVERNMENT LIMITS 
PROFITS ON FOOD. 


REGULATIONS FOR WHOLESALE 
DEALERS ARE FIXED. 


Must be Governed by Actual Cost 
Price and not by Any Condition 
of the Market—New Rules will 
Become Effective November 


NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—Whole- 
salers’ profits in war times, at least 
on non-perishable foods, should be 
governed by the prices they ac- 
tually pay and not by prevailing 
market conditions, the food adminis- 
tration has decreed in epecial regu- 
lations which will be put into effect 
November 1 with respect to several 

The rule is one of many drawn 
for the guidance of food dealers 
who will be placed under license 
next Thursday, said a statement to- 
night by Food Administrator Hoo- 
ver, and the commodities affected 
include beef, pork and mutton, 
syrups and molasses,. cleaned rice 
and rice flour, oleomargarine, lard 
and lard substitutes, oleo oil, cook- 
ing fats, condensed milk and vari- 
ous canned goods and dried fruits. 
No dealers in these commodities, 
the rule says, shall sell “at more 
than a reasonable advance over the 
actual purchase price of the par- 
ticular goods sold, without regard 
to the market or replacement value 
at the time of such sale.“ 
Wholesale dealers in refined 
sugar are forbidden by a similar rule 
to sell “at an advance over the re- 
finers’ list price at which he pur- 
chased such sugar greater than the 
normal margin charged by whole- 
Sale dealers in refined sugar in the 
same locality or such margin as may 
hereafter be established by the food 
administration.” 

With regard to perishable foods, 
the food administration announced 
vesterday that it will make a prompt 


ties in which increases in price oc- 
cur and will deal individually by ad- 
ministrative orders with dealers 
charging excessive prices. 

A general rule cover all 
licensed foods provides that they 
shall not be handled anywhere in 
the United States on an “unjust, ex- 
orbitant, unreasonable, discrimina- 
tory or unfair commission, profit or 


storage charge.” Regular and spe- 


cial reports will be called for by 
the food administration from each 


licensed dealer.

NOW ASSURED. 
Thirty Thousand Tons Made 


in America Last Year. 


California Lake Contains an 


Enormous Deposit. 


We are Producing Eighth of 


World's Output. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 28. — Thirty thousand 
tons of pure potash, almost one- 
eighth of the country’s total de- 
mand, will have been manufactured 
in America by January 1, 1918, and 
within a year Ameriéa will be al- 
most independent of German im- 
ports of potash, according to Charles 
H. McGowan, president of the Ar- 
mour Fertilizer Company, and a 
member of the Potash Committee 
of the National Defense Council. Mr. 
McGowan pointed to the similarity 
of a process to extract potash from 
smelter and blast furnaces which 
been used in America to that 
described in an interview with Sir 
Stephenson Kent, head ot the Brit- 
— munitions mission to this coun- 
ry. 

While the process is known as the 
Coltrell process, as it was discov- 
ered by an engineer ‘of that name, 
Mr. McGowan says it consists chief- 
ly of an electrical device by means 
of which the potash is extracted 
from the blast furnace gases, the 
iron ore and the lime. - 

“This process also enables us to 
extract the potash that is contained 
in the cement kilns. Out in Cali- 
fornia there is a lake called Searles 
Lake, which contains enough potash 
to take care of the needs of the 
United States for a hundred years. 
Recently I went before a commit- 
tee of the Senate, which was _consid- 
ering the leasing of the lake to pri- 
vate companies. The lake may be 
exploited by private companies and 
one company has already taken up 
— work, investing millions of dol- 

rs.

We have 
done the same here and with the 
help of potash have been able to 
make glass that is equal to the 
German glass. Before the war the

WILL AMEND 
REVENUE LAW. 


Some of the Provisions go into 
Effect Wednesday. 


And Everybody will Feel the 


Pressure Keenly. 


Thirty-six Per Cent. of War 
Cost from Taxation. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—ZEXCIASIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Oct. 28.—Some revi- 
Sion is likely to take place in the 
revenue law at the coming session 
of Congress. It ia not surprising 
that the revenue measure passed at 
the last session of Congress should 
work hardships in some particular 
instances. The revenue law is far 
from perfect but it is probably the 
best that could be prepared under 
the circumstances to meet the emer- 
gency which called it. The Senate 
Finance Committee is to convene in 
Washington November 15 for the 
Purpose of considering those phases 
of the law which it is eved should 
be changed on the basis of equity. 
NO WHOLESALE REVISION. 


It is understood that this does not 


imply any wholesale revision of the 
revenue law, but simply to care for 
such remedial legislation as is nee- 
essary to prevent the provisions of 
the law defeating the very purpose 
for which it was brought into ex- 
istence. 


Several the new 
revenue law become effective on 
Wednesday of this week. The bill 

lf became effective unless other- 
wise provided in October, but the 3 
Per cent, tax on freight charges, for 
instance, go into effect November 
1. This measure involves the most 
drastic programme of taxation this 
country has ever faced. There is 
scarcely an industry that will not 
feel the blunt of this taxation and 
so wide is the scope of its provi- 
sions that the burden will reach 
down to the home of each individual. 
While luxuries are taxed so are ne- 
cessities. 


AVERAGE MAN. 

The average man has regarded 
the taxation programme as one that 
interests only the corporations and 
men of large affairs. Because of 
the complexities of the revenue act 
few men other than big corporation 
lawyers or officials have taken the 
time to study it. As time goes on 
every one will feel that effec’ of 
this drastic war taxation programme 
and every one should realize that 
directly or indirectly he is contribut- 
ing the sinews of war. 


The programme con 
templates a direct contribution to 
the government. The sale of Lib- 
erty Bonds is an attempt to care for 
that financing n beyond the 
revenue provided by direct taxation. 
Under this plan the t is 
endeavoring to raise 96 ner cent. of 
the wars annual cost ‘hrough Ite 
taxation programme. This leaves 
64 per cent. to be provided for 
through issuance of bonds and other 
obligations of the government, thus 
distributing that burden cver a pe- 
riod of years. No other nation on 
the face of the earth has ever at- 
tempted to meet such a proportion 
of the cost of war through direct 
n.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Oct. 24.—There 
will be a serious shakeup in the 
local irrigation system. Water is to 
be denied to all farmers who refused 
or failed to make application for a 
water right at the time of the sub- 
mission of the plan to take over the 
system from the Reclamation Serv- 
ice or to anyone who is delinquent 
in any assessment or cost of install- 
ment. Much of the land thus in- 
volved is in a high state of cultiva- 
tion, and will be left dependent 
upon pumping, and may have lost 
all share in the waters from the 
Roosevelt reservoir. 


The board of governors will take 


charge of the system November 1. 
They have offered the position of 
project manager to Frank W. Han- 
na and that of superintendent of ir- 
rigation to Frank Asplind, who has 
been chief hydrographer. All the 
Reclamation Service employees un- 
der civil service have been offered 
continuance of their positions. The 
acting project manager, Walter 
Ward, has asked for transfer to an- 
other project. *

The State Corporation Commission 
is considering the handling of the 
various auto stage lines that run 
out of Phoenix to Globe, Superior 
and other points. A Superior line 
has asked permission to raise its 
rate from $38 to $4.60. It is said that 
of the $3 rate. $1 has been going 
out as commission. It is said that 
some persons have been making as 
high as $15 a day in this manner, 
for the Globe trip demanding as 
high as $3 commission, leaving only 
87 to the stage line.

TELL HOW WAR WORK 
RAILROADS HANDLED. 


HE way in which the railroads 
of the country have been able 
, to make their facilities take 
care of the sudden increase in dusi- 
ness brought on by the war is shown 
in a report just made by the western 
lines to the General Railroads War 
Board. Loading more goods into 
ears, putting more cars into trains 
and getting the trains over the road 
faster have enabled them to take 
care of an increase in traffic of over 
a fifth, nothwithstanding the fact 
that they have not been able to get 
new cars or engines. 
On the western lines almost 
19,000,600,000 ton miles of freight 
were carried in May, June and July 


this year, as against 15,000,000,000 
last year. A ton mile is the railroad 


measure of traffic and means the 


would have had to have been worked 


— 
work equivalent to carrying one ton 
of freight one mile. Thie was an 
increase in business of 21.2 per cent. 
In July, 1916, 21.6 tons of freight 
were loaded into an average car. 
Better loading had brought this up 
to 23.8 tons in 1917. Last year the 
freight trains hauled 68 tons each; 
this year, 638 tons. Freight-train 
mileage jumped 15.5 per cent.—from 
25,000,000 to almost 30,000,000. 
Moreover, this added mileage of 15.5 
per cent. took care of 21.2 per cent. 
more traffic. ‘ 
This efficient operation has thus 
saved in three months the equiva- 
lent of almost 1,500,000 train miles 
and 22,000 locomotive days. In oth- 
er words, without this saving, work 
would have had to be done 
equivalent to hauling 1,500,000 
trains one mile and 22,000 engines

ABLE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
PROTECTS CAMP LEWIS. 


AMP LEWIS, TACOMA (Wash.) 
Oct. 28.—One of the West's 
fastest-growing cities has had 
but two fires, both of them mere 
blazes, during its life. There are 
twenty-seven reasons for this, six of 
whom are from California. 2 
By reasons is meant the members 
of the Camp Lewis Fire Depart- 
ment, who include Lee Harrison and 
C. L. Johnson of Los Angeles, F. 
Hayman of San Diego, C. J. Cooley 
of Faeramento. L. Gd. Duchenery of 
Berkeley and H. Bevilockway of San 
Francisco, all of whom served in 
the fire departments of the cities 
from which they came to join the 
National Army at Camp Lewis. 
Fire Chief George M. Mantor, in 
the Seattle Fire Department twenty- 
two years, has twenty-six men, whom 
he says are “hand-picked”—men 
upon whom he can depend in any 
emergency.

In addition to the central station 
at Camp Lewis there are forty sub- 
stations each of which has a reel 
cart with 400 feet of hose and 
other equipment. There are tele- 
phones in each of the sub-stations 
by which alarms may be turned into 
the central station in approved met- 
ropolitan style.

Mr. Sunday’s morning sermon was 
based ona text from John :s:

A great n@ny people suppose that 
after they have accepted Jesus 
Christ as their Savior, made a pub-.

there is to a Christian life. Well, 
there is something more, that comes 
by way of experience. 

I am one of the kind that believes 
that there are consistent and in- 
creasing blessings to be had if you 
pay the price, but it costs something 
o know the fullness of God's power 
and to be able to have God answer 
your prayer. 

There is something more, and i: 
comes when at last we stand in the 
Presence of Him who, having not 
In II. John, part of 
the eighth verse, I read, “Look to 
yourselves that ye receive a full re- 
ward.” The emphasis should be 
placed on the word “full.” 

John seems desirous of impressing 
the followers of Jesus with the fact 
that there are rewards. There are 
those who wil be satisfied with just 
getting into heaven, and as Job says, 
“By the skin of your teeth.” John 
seems desirous of impressing the 
followers of Jesus with that fact, 
and he says, Look to yourselves that 
ye receive a full reward.“ 

Do your utmost and your best. 
You are not going to be rewarded on 
the basis of comparison. God isn't 
going to compare what I do with 
what you do. God won't judge vou 
by what Solomon or David or John 
did, but God is going to judge every 
man and woman according to his or 
her Own ability. 

DON'T WATCH OTHERS. 

“Look tq yourselves.” Never mind 
what I do. Never mind whether you 
can do as nich as the preacher. 
“Look to yourselves that ye receive 
a full measure.” 

I am not surprised at all to hear 
John say in the nineteenth chapter 
of Matthew, “We have forsaken all 
and followed thee. What shall we 
have then?” Possibly you have found 
yourself pondering over that same 
question. 

I know TI have. I have said many 
a time, Well, Lord, I have made 
great sacrifices for you. I have sac- 
rificed the delight which it would 
give me to be at home with wife and 
children. I have sacrificed hours 
and nights of sleep and have had 
days of worry and long nights of 
labor. 

I have dane a great deal I have 
been in the thick of the fight. I 
have been on the firing line for you 
when I have thought I was the only 
one standing for God's truth. I have 
been in fields white under the har- 
vest and nave labored in the bar-

FAITH TC RELIEVE. 

You believe when you work in the 
mill or on the railroad or in the pub- 
lic school that you will be paid your 
wages, therefore you have faith to 
believe, and God says, Now. I will 
reward you.” So remember that 
God has promised ad He that prom- 
ises is faithful. 

I read in James: “Blessed is the 
men that endureth temptation, for 
when he is tried, then he shall re- 
ceive a crown of life, promised to 
them that love Him.” There is no 
promise in the Bible that you will 
not be tempted. Blessed is the man 
that endureth temptation.” 

I think you understand that the 
Christian life is a warfare, not a 
pienic. It is a fight, a battle for 
God, and don't think that the devil 
will let you alone, either. 

You never looked into the face 
ot the man that had an easier time 
to be a Christian than I, and yet if 
I don't watch myself the devil might 
lead me away. I expect to fight the 
devil until the undertaker pumps 
me full of embalming fluid and I win 
my way to glory. “Look to yourself 
that ve receive a full reward.” 

I think that was especially dear to 
the early church, The church never 
suffered through persecution, but 
she has suffered through her wealth, 
her worldliness, her indifference, 
which sems to be inseparably con- 
nected with her wealth. 

I don’t know what the power of 
the ministers who have served in 
Los Angeles has been. I don’t know 
what the power of the men you have 
here now is, but there never was a 
man, there isn’t any now and 
there never will be a man who will 
serve you as pastor, but that that 
man's power for Jesus Christ will be 
multiplied if he only has a prayer 
behind him.

Now that the money is made available to 
the government for the vigorous and effi- 
cient prosecution of the war, now that every 
man and woman from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific and from the Canadian boundary to 
the southernmost limits of the United 
States has been made to realize the grim 
nature of the atruggie before us, now that 
we have shown the world what America 


can and will do in order to achieve that 


vietory which is necessary for the safety of 
democracy, We May expect an even higher 
optimism and more fervent consecration to 
liberty both at home and in the nations 
bound to us in a common cause. * 


The success of the loan carries with it | 


the doom of the Kaiser's ambitions. How- 
ever perverted the account of America's 
grim preparations to achieve a lasting peace 
through a decisive victory may be, when it 
reaches Germany, the leaders over there 
will know the truth and so cannot but lose 
hope of ever accomplishing the dank pur- 
pose with which they entered the war. 
Hopeless is their specious plan of making 
America pay the expenses of the war 
through a colossa' indemnity! Fallen to 
ruins the pfoject of forcing an abandon- 
ment of the Monroe Doctrine and so of open- 
ly and victoriously proceeding to colonize 
South America and dominating Mexico! 
Obviously untenable the declared purpose 
of retaining such a bold on Belgium as to

NSPIRING AGAINST PRODUCERS. 

California industry is suffering and, in 
a lesser degree, the cause of the Allies is 
suffering by reason of labor union domina- 
tion in our State government and its at- 
tacks om producers. It has been estimated 
that $30,000,000 worth of agricultural prod- 
ucts were wasted in California this year 
because laborers could not be secured to 
tend and harvest growing crops, Seeking 
to prevent a similar loss next year, the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Exchange has adopted resolu- 
tions calling attention to the shortage of 
labor in California and asking Congress and 
the Federal Food Control Board for relief. 

One section of the resolution recited that, 
“The membership of this organization, com- 
posed of twenty-five local organizations dis- 
tributed throughout the State from Sacra- 
mento Valley on the north to Imperial Val- 
ley on the south, has experienced unprece- 
dented difficulty during the present season 
in securing the farm labor necessary to the 
production and the marketing of their di 
verse farm products, which include practi- 
cally every article of food entering into the 
life of the nation.” 

These resolutions were forwarded to the 
offices of the Federal Food Administration 
in Washington, where they met a decidedly 
frigid reception. J. W. Sullivan, who signs 
himself “Head: Division, Interests of Labor 
ahd the Consumer, United States Food Ad- 
ministration,” has written a surprising re 
sponse to the California Fruit Exeiange in 
which he asserts ia turn that: 

With respect to an alleged shortage 
of labor, for example, there is little 
more than assertion. ‘In the second 
paragraph of -the preamble, mention is 
made of the “unprecedented difficulty , 
during the present season in securing 
the farm labor necessary to the produc 
tion and marketing“ of diverse farm 
products. Here the writers could not 
have had before them the official state 

mont of John McLaughlin, Labor Com- 
missioner of California, issued last 

June, in which he said that the supply 

of farm labor in the State was sufficient, 

“merely needing organization to meet 

the requirements of gathering the 

crops.” 

Then follows a quotation from a report of 
Simon J. Lubin, chairman of the State Immi. 
gration and Housing Commission, to the 
effect that the fault lies.almost wholly with 
the farmer. Mr. Sullivan quotes Mr. Lubin 
as saying that the difficulties in securing 
an adequate supply are, “First, inadequate 
wages; second, poor labor camp conditions: 
third, a lack of a central clearinghouse for 
labor intelligence.” Mr. Sullivan then says 
that “One may believe that the outlook for 
sufficient farm iabor in your State for the 
next year is good, indeed very good if the 
operating farmers will but pay necessary at- 
tention to svstematizing the supply by 
means of public employment agencies or 
other adequate forms of management.” 

So the Federal Food Administration Board 
has discovered that no shortage of labor 
exists in California—that the supply of 
labor is fully adequate to the demand. Alt 
that is necessary is to “systematize the sup- 
ply.” This statement follows closely the 
lines of a report made by Labor Commis 
sioner McLaughlin, whose suggestion for a 
“systematization of the supply” was that 
the workers should be organized into labor 
unions and that the farmers should treat 
with the walking delegates when seeking 
farm labor. At the very time when Labor 
Commissioner McLaughlin was making this 
report there were thousands of acres of 
ripened wheat rotting In the fields in Call- 
fornia because laborers could not be secured 
for the harvest. At that time beet growers 
All over the State were making frantic ap- 
peals for labor for thinning their beets, and 
laborers were not to be had at any price. 
The sugar crop in Southern California was 
not more than half What it would have been 
if laborers could have been secured for cul- 
tivation and the harvest. 6 

Labor Commissioner McLaughlin's report 
on the labor situation is similar to that 


~ 


which he made a year ago when the Gover — 


nor, Johnson. sent him into Shasta county 
to give a report on a strike in which riot- 


ing unionists had taken possession of the | 
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mines and the Sheriff was calling for State 
troops. McLaughlin reported that the whole 
trouble was occasioned by the failure of the 
mine owners to accede to the demands of 
the Miners’ Union and said that a recogni- 
tion of the union and grantiag the demands 
of the strikers would end the trouble at 
once. It is superfluous to add that Mc 
Laughlin is by profession a walking dele- 
gate, that he was made Labor Commissioner 
in return for his part in delivering the labor 
union vote of San Francisco to Gov. Joha- 
Bon. 

About the same time that McLaughlin 
made the report that the labor supply in 
California was fully adequate another no 
torious San Francisco walking delegate, 
Walter McArthur, of the Coast Seamen's 
Union; made the following statement on 
the labor situation in California: 

Any serious attempt to set aside the 
Chinese exclusion law would create 
open war throughout the entire West. 
The advocates of Chinese labor should 
be warned that one war at a time is 
enough. The people of the West were 
opposed to participation by the United 
States in the world war. . . A re 
vival of the Chinese labor question 
would neutralize the West. In 
the fight against coolieism the West 
would have no time to fight Prussian- 
ism; the former is more important be- 
cause more immediate and concrete. 
McLaughlin's report on the labor situation 

We plainly made with the intent of min- 
imizing the necessity for extra labor in 
California as a part of the labor unionite 
programme of increased domination. But 
by reason of that report and the importance 
attache@ to it in Washington, thousands of 
acres of tillable land are lying idle; hun- 
dreds of farmers Were almost ruined finan- 
cially by reason of planting more a year 
ago than they could harvest; and the agri- 
cultural production of the State is at least 
40 per cent. less than it would be if the sup- 
ply of labor was equal to the demand. 


It Beems almost incredible that the Call- 
fornia situation should be so seriously mis- 
understood in Washington. Mr. Sullivan 
seems under the impression that there are 
slackers in the California Fruit Exchange; 
in his communication to that body he goes 
on to say: 

It would be interesting to know the 
origin of the resolutions passed by your 
organization. In two other cases com- 
ing under observation at Washington, 

. Tesolutions, expressed in somewhat sim- 
ilar language, petitioning for exemp- 
tion of farmers, have attracted the at- 
tention of the Department of Justice.

Patriotism 
was the dominant feature of the resolutions 
adopted by the California Fruit Exchange. 
The members of the twénty-five branch ex- 
changes reported that they had suffered 
losses totaling many millions of dollars by 
reason of the impoasihility to secure ade- 
quate labor“ The farmers are able to get 
along on reduced production; prices are so 
high that they need wot srffer. But the 
farmers know that the uestion of supply- 
ing foodstuffs for the Allies is a serious one, 
The farmers of America have land which 
will produce at least $75,000,000 more in 
agricultural products next vear than it pro- 
duced last year, provided the labor is avall- 
able.

REFIN ERIES IN “ROCKIES 
SPRING UP OVER NIGHT. 


EFINERIES are springing up 
R over night at various points in 

the Rocky Mountain regions. 
Older refineries are being enlarged. 
Companies are being financed for the 
purpose of floating still more refin- 
eries. The movement extends 
throughout the States of Wyoming, 
Colorado and Montana. The Rocky 
Mountain oil is practically all of the 
best refining grade, as the cheap 
coal furnished by Utah and Colo- 


of oil as fuel. 

For the present the movement is 
one of academic interest only to the 
California refiner, but in time it 
may become more important to him, 
for the California and Rocky Moun- 
tain gasoline, kerosene and .lubri- 
cants must, sooner or later, meet in 
competition in Nevada, Utah, Ari- 
zona, Montana, Idaho, Oregon and 
Washington. 

RATES A FACTOR. 

Raltiroad rates will be a most im- 
portant factor in the ability of Cali- 
fornia and the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion to compete with each other in 
the territory intervening between the 
two sections. It will be well for 
the big companies of California to 
watch closely the developments of 
Wyoming, Colorado and Montana re- 
fineries and any movements to ob- 
tain or retain rates unduly favor- 
able to competitors of California in- 


ustry. 

The withdrawal of ships from the 
Pacific, too, may become an impor- 
tant factor in the competition of Cal- 
ifornia and the Rocky Mountains. 
First, the inability to get ships for 
coastwise trade may force California 
maufacturers to rely upon railroad 
transportation to supply Washington 
and Oregon trade, thus making the 
ability to compete to depend largely 
or wholly upon the freight rates 
given by the carriers to California 
and to the Rocky Mountains respect- 
ively. Second, the withdrawal of 
many tankers from the Pacific max 
make impossible the oriental export 
trade, which now absorbs a large 
part of the output of the Standard's 
refineries, thus forcing the company 
to seek new markets at home and in 
inland regions accessible by rail. 
The present difficulty in getting 


Pennsylvania may, whenever the 
supply in Wyoming and Colorado 
becomes sufficient in amount, lead to 
Rocky Mountain products coming 
here in place of those from Pennsyl- 
vania and the midcontinent. In such 
trade the Rocky Mountains would 
enjoy the advantages of a haul of

News and Reviews, 
WAR TAX PROBLEM. 


JESSE LASKY AND ADOLPH 
ZUKOR 70 CONFER. 


By Grace Kingsley. 
That the favorite indoor sport of 
“passing the buck” to the exhibitor, 
which has lately been indulged in 
by various producing companies 
with relation to the war tax) is not 
to be played by the Lasky- ous 
Players-Artcraft organization, was 
the statement of Jesse L. Lasky, 
vice-presigent and general manager 
of the company, in an interview yes- 
terday. 
Exhibitors have of late been up 
in arms because they declared that 
the producers were trying to force 
upon them the payment and in some 
cases the overpayment of the pro- 
ducers’ end of taxation. 
“The war tax problem is the main 
reason of the conference which will 
be held between myself and Adolph 
Zukor, president, when he arrives 
Here Tuesday,” sald Mr. Lasky. “We 
shall economize on production in- 
stead of taking it out of the ex- 
hibitor. We shall not raise the 
prices of our pictures to the exhib- 
itors, no matter what our own bur- 
den may be. That the war tax hits 
us hard I don’t deny; but not only 
is this company patriotic enough to 
be glad to assume its share of the 
national burden, but we don't in- 
tend to shove it onto the exhibitor 
nor anybody else. 
“On the other hand, we do not 
intend that the beauty and quality 
of our productions shall in any way 
be marred. or that any necessary ex- 
pense shall be eliminated; but in a 
large organization of this sort there 
are bound to be small leakages, and 
these we mean to eliminate; we 
shall attempt to devise ways and 
means of working even more effi- 
clently and economically than we 
have been doing.” 
Regarding rumors recently eir- 
culated to the effect that Mr. Lasky

Griffith Talks. 

“The greatest show the world has 
ever known,“ is the way [ W. 
Griffith described the world war, 
according to a recent interview 
granted the New York Telegraph. 
“This phrase is not used lightly,’ 
Mr. Griffith explains, “but as an apt 
description. It is the way the Eng- 
lish speak of the war. Of a big 
battle they say, ‘We had a great 
show yesterday.’ We can again quote 
P. T. Barnum, and with all solemnity 
call this war ‘the greatest show on 
earth.“ 

“It is a show no human eye can 
fully see, a spectacle I could not ac- 
curately describe if I had the genius 
of Shakespeare, ©. Henry and a 
dozen other geniuses rolled into one. 
You come away from it with its 
thrills and uncertainties its hor- 
rors and fascinations, irrevocably 
impressed on your memory and 
with your whole being inspired by 
the bravery and fortitude of those 
Who fearlessly and eagerly 80 
forward to that obstructing wall 
of steel, fire and death only a few 
yards away.

SONGS BY JOMELLI. 


DRAMATIC SOPRANO SEEMS 70 
WIN ALL HEARTS.

The matinee series of the Phil- 
harmonic Course for this season was 
opened on Saturday at Trinity Audi- 


torilum by Madame Jeanne Jomelli, 
dramatic soprano of many seasons 
and a wide reputation. Jomelli has

“With the aid of Britieh officials,” 
said Mr. Griffith, “I secured many 
scenes picturing events on the bat- 
tlefields, and these will be woven 
into a production which is intended 
to be not only an entertaining and 
impressive spectacle, but an abso- 
lutely authentic record of the big 
war and modern warfare. The meth- 
ods of fighting are constantly chang- 
ing and today differ from those used 
a vear ago. These scenes will show 
every device now used. 

‘Today we are realizing the full 
value of the camera. Think what 
it would mean to us if we had such 
a pictorial history of Napoleon's 
conquests!”’ 

As to the various mechanical de- 
vices which Mr. Griffith used In mak- 
ing his pictures, ne said: 

“The new French lenses, with 
their fourteen-inch depths come 
first. They help materially in get- 
ting long shots. Then comes the 
gyroscope, a miniature combination 
of the airplane and box kite, which 
is controlled by an electric wire 
from the field, and which can be 
sent up for birdseye effects, which a 
short time back would have escaped 
the most painstaking cameraman. 
In this way we were able to photo- 
graph a charge along a two or 
three-mile front, and front-line 
trenches close enough to reveal men 
actually wounded at their work, or 
to see groups of two or three strain- 
ing to toss hand grenades over the 
ridge to the opposite German line 
but fifty yards removed.“ 

Many of Mr. Griffth’s personal 
photographs show the various signs 
of warning posted everywhere in 
the fighting coungtry. ne reads, 
“Gas. alert, On,“ Indicating winds 
favorable to the deadly gases. An- 
other shown at the beginning of a 
road used in the recent big push of 
the Allies to transport troops and 
supplies to the front. warns, Drive 
slowly to avoid raising dust, which 
draws shell fire.”
